Hiroshimas Bells Toll In Memory 
Of Awful Hour Just Nine Years Ago 


HIROSHIM A, Japan r 
—The 
bells of Hiroshima tolled toda> 
for the awful hour of nine years 
ago. 
It was 8:15 a. rn 
when the 
first atomic bomb ever loosed in 
warfare buist with frightful fury 
over Hiroshima. 
It was 8:15 a. rn. today when 
massed sirens 
screamed 
their 
protest to the memory. Then the 
church bells of Hiroshima tang 
out, calling the Japanese of this 
city to prayer. 
Mayor Shinzo Hamai, who liv­ 
ed through that day, presided as 
thousands of citizens gathered in 
the center of the city for a me 
morial service. 


He prayed that 
'there will he 
no more war, and no more hu 
man beings atomized.” Ile had 
been lucky on that day. He was 
three miles away from the blast. 
Now the scars of the bomb are 
gone, excel for the gnarled skel 
eton of steel which was all that 
was left of Memorial Hall. 
The rebuilt homes are flimsy 
and the streets are rutted. But 
the city seems to be on its feet 
again, mentally and materially. 
Only 90,000 out of the popula­ 
tion of 350,000 were here on that 
day. The rest are newcomers to 
this town. They don’t know. 
Kiyoichi Tsuehoka, member of 
the city counc il, remembers. Ile

scarred by burns. 
•‘I saw the great flash,” he re 
called. "The next moment I was 
blown several yards, I stagger­ 
ed back and thought I saw a sot 
cmd wave—a heat wave*—which 
sot fire* to my shirt.

"The house was flattened and 
my w i f e was crying ‘help, help’ 
from under the debris.

Protest notes were sent to Pei­ 
ping through the British govern­ 
ment over a week ago to register 
| anger at the killing of three Ameri­ 
cans in a

airliner 
shot 
down by Communist fighters Ju ly 
23 off Red-held Hainan Island. The 
United States 
demanded 
punish­ 
ment of those guilty of the attack 
and compensation for the six Am­ 
erican casualties. 


In a second note on Wednesday, 
th? United States renewed the pro­ 
test and demands for compensa­ 
tion. Washington told the Chinese 
that British ownership of the plane 
did not relieve Red China of re­ 
sponsibility for the U. S. deaths. 
Officials here said other steps 
were under consideration, but that 
rejection of the protests was rela­ 
tively unimportant because:

real reaction known when it dis­ 
patched two aircraft carriers to the 
trouble area immediately after the 
Ju ly 23 attack on the airliner and 
shot down two Chinese fighters.

But Hiroshima was only the pop­ 
gun phase of the young Atomie 
Age Nine years and 12 billion do) 
Iars later, the popgun of Hiroshima 
had become a weapon so dreadful 
that it could -and did—blow a mile 
wide hole, 175 feet deep. in the 
coral floor of the Pacific Ocean 
The crater was big enough to 
hold 140 buildings the size of the 
nation’s Capitol.

has found here a new peace and 
purpose in life. 
“ E ver since I cam e h e re.” she 
said, “ I have Dved these hills so 
much that I could kiss the ground 
for the happiness they brought 
m e.” 
Sitting in the living room of 
her log home, Mrs. W ermuth. a 
vivacious, dark - eyed 
woman 
whose age is still h er own secret, 
told the story of her llife. 
“ When I was in the third yea r 
in high school I had my appen 
dix out,” she recalled. ” The sur­ 
geon had a son, who w-as also a 
doctor and helped him. 
“ I started hollering 
for 
the 
young doctor, and wouldn’t let 
the old m an take care of me. 


Before I left the hospital the son 
and I were engaged

“ But for more than 24 years 
no woman ever had a finer hus­ 
band lie was a good man 
The young doctor becam e

After the war she settled here 
with her daughter, who is m a r­ 
ried to a businessm an in nearby 
Custer.

“ T o this day we have never 
talked about the w ar,” she re ­ 


m arked “ Some day, mother, Cli 
tell you about it,’ he 
said,
